In an article in the Journal 
of Comparative Physiology and 
Psychology, Cole told about his 
experiments: 

He trained 60 cats to take 
food from a glass tube in which 
only one paw could be inserted. 

Cole said 23 of his cats proved 
to be left-pawed, 12 right-pawed, 
the remaining 25 were ambidex- 
trous—didn't care what paw 
they got their food with, so 
long as they got it.

It continues: “If the case 
of Dr. Peters stood alone it 
would be sufficiently alarming. 
In fact, however, the Peters case 
resembles many others that have 
not reached the light of public 
knowledge nor the status of an 
appeal tothe Supreme Court.

INVENTOR HERE HAS GADGET 
TO PREVENT WRITERS’ CRAMP 


While writing lengthy applica- 
tions for patents on some things 
he had invented last year, An- 
drew L. Appel, 4115 McPherson 
avenue. thought of a new inven- 
tion. one which prevents writing 
fingers from tiring.

‘No Reason’ to Suspect Him. 

Morgenthau testified then that 
while he was Secretary of the 
Treasury “I had no reason to 
suspect White's integrity or his 
loyalty to the United States. No 
security agent and no individual 
ever reported or suggested to 
me there was any doubt about 
White's loyalty.” 

Morgenthau said it was “some 
time” after he left the Cabinet

HERE is a new mood today on 

the international scene. What it 

means, what it portends for the 
future, no one knows, but it has ar- 
rived, and its presence is an appro- 
priate occasion for reviewing the situ- 
ation confronting us. 

International Communism has two 
aspects. It is, in the first place, an 
armed aggressive venture, operating 
from a position of military might, In 
the second place, it is a political op- 
eration within each country. 

A solution of the first aspect of Interna- 
tional Communism involves military and 
political decisions of the highest order. 
Today we are in an arms race. Only a real 
disarmament program that is complete 
right down to the level of internal police 
forces can relieve the tensions growing out 
of the military aspects of International 
Communism. 

The second phase presents an equally 
important, 
the world struggle. The second phase cen- 
ters primarily on Asia. Asia holds the bulk 
of the peoples of the world, the bulk of the 
markets, and the bulk of the world’s 
riches. In other words, 
litical balance in the world. The Commu- 
nists seek to win that balance. Should it 
be lost to them, we would indeed be in a 
most precarious position. Then our out- 
posts would be gone and our whole scheme 
of defense would be tragically altered, 


Asia’s Turbulence Rising. , 

Asia these days is turbulent; and the 
turbulence can be expected to increase in 
the years ahead. There was a time when a 
gunboat could go up the Yangtze or enter 
some troubled Asian port and, perhaps 
without firing a shot, quiet the troubled

end be dominant in Asia, no one knows, but | 
it is fairly clear that any victory of the | 
democratic forces in Asia will turn pri- | 


marily on the Asians themselves. 

If Asia is saved from Communism, the 
Asians must save it. If the tide of Com- 
munism is to be turned back in Asia or 
checked, the Asians themselves must 
manage it. No Western power can de- 
termine Asia’s fate. 

International Communism does not op- 
erate through the importation of foreign 
agents into a nation. International Com- 
munism utilizes the nationals of each 
country to conduct the Communist rev- 
olution within that nation. It bores from 
within. The only force that can meet it 
and oppose it from within is a demo- 
cratic group of leaders of that nation. 

The political. battle, in other words, 
must be fought with nationalist forces 
—<democrats aligned against Commu- 
nists. 

Our task is to identify ourselves with 
the democratic nationalists, giving them 
strength to win their local contests. 

The Bandung conference made clear 
that Asia is a responsible community, that 
its nations are not puppets of any power, 
that the leaders of Asia are not subservient 
to anyone’s command, that they are not 
docile victims of Communist designs. 

The Asian nations on the democratic 
front are numerous—Burma, India, Israel, 
Japan, Pakistan, and the Philippines, to 
mention the leaders. 


India Symbolizes the Struggle. 
India, perhaps more than the others, 
.symbolizes the struggle that goes on in 
Asia today. India is vast in size and has 
a complex of problems. Her size and her 
problems pretty well match those of Red

India, protagonist of the democratic 
faith, is in a dramatic race with Red 
China, champion of Communism. Each 
nation is bent on raising the standard 
of living of its people through an indus- 
trialization program. Red China is doing 
it the Communist way; India, the demo- 
cratic way.

Refunds Without Pain 


An ethical problem of sorts seems to be shap- 
ing up for City Hall with respect to refunds on 
the earnings tax. Relatively few persons are tak- 
ing advantage of the city’s offer to return that 
portion of it paid on income that eventually went 
for federal and state income taxes 

The reason seems to be that people are in- 
clined to lose interest when they learn the size 
of their potential refunds. These amount to only 
about $1 on each $200 of federal and state in- 
come taxes. Nor do they flow automatically into 


_ 


the taxpayer's pocket with the same ease that 
the tax itself flowed out. The individual must 
ask for a refund, applving on a somewhat com- 
plicated form that must be notarized. In some 
cases the notary’s fee could eat up a good part 
of the refund. 

All of which suggests that perhaps Collector 
Bannister and the City Administration ought to 
try some other scheme. If the tax is going to be 
collected from the worker without any forms or 
notary’s seals—indeed without the taxpayer even 
lifting a fingef—perhaps it ought to be refunded 
just as painlessly. That means the city would 
have to accept the burden of seeing that the tax 
payer got his due, and many citizens will think 
that it should. 
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An Occasion for Surprise 

Kentucky, much to its astonishment, is study- 
ing ways to make its water laws fit its needs bet- 
ter and more fully. “It is incredible that such a 
thing could happen in this, the state with more 
miles of navigable streams than any other in the 
nation,” writes Allan M. Trout in the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. But the drouths of the last few 
years have made the incredible credible. 

Mississippi, Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia in- 
vestigations to the same purpose are under way, 
and Alabama expects to start a study. Missouri 
confronts the same need. 

As a group of TVA lawyers write in the Ten- 
nessee Law Review: “Before satisfactory legisla- 
tion can be drafted, much more data than is so 
far available—concerning water supplies, prob- 
able future needs, and the relative economic 
values of competing uses—must be supplied by 
economists, agronomists, engineers, and hydrolo- 
gists.” That is as true of Missouri as though it 
had been specifically written about this state. 

Missourians need first of all new knowledge 
and new laws regarding groundwater. We must 
learn to harvest it like a crop, not mine it like a 
coal pit. Then, Missouri needs the knowledge and 
the laws which will keep its running waters pure, 
so that they will be useful for homes and cattle 
and industry. Here is a challenging task that af- 


fects urban and rural Missouri alike. When are we 
going to set ourselves seriously to its per- 
formance? 


Words to Follow With Deeds 

Our nation has no desire for a monopoly 
on the knowledge and practice of these 
possibilities. We want the world to share— 
as we always have. 

With these generous words, President Eisen- 
hower, in his address at Pefinsylvania State Uni- 
versity Saturday, advanced by one more stage 
the great cause of peaceful atomic development 
on an international scale. 

To his proposal for a United Nations pool of 
atomic information and materials, and to the 
arrangements already made for a sharing of 
certain atomic skills with 10 nations, the Pres- 
ident now adds two new projects, soon to be 
submitted to Congress, which may prove to be 
the most significant yet. 

First, he urges that the United States offer 
research reactors to some free nations, and pay 
half the cost of. constructing them. Next, he 
urges that the United States help to train for- 
cign technicians in the construction and opera- 
tion of power reactors. “Within prudent secur- 
ity considerations,” access to our own experti- 
ence and knowledge would be given to scien- 
tists and engineers from friendly countries 
which are financially able to finance atomic 
power projects but need help in mastering the 
Skills necessary to operate them. 

Both steps, as the President said, are designed 
“to clear away some of the obstacles that have 
impeded progress in nuclear science and to per- 
mit its peaceful application by all who propose 
to make it serve mankind.” 

If those purposes are to be achieved, it is es- 
sential that Congress act promptly and boldly 
to put the program into execution. Merely pro- 
posing it without following through will do this 
nation little good in the eyes of a world which 
is already too much inclined to identify the 


United States with the nationalistic and destruc- - 


tive uses of atomic energy rather than its inter- 
national and benign applications. 

The Soviet Union's reluctance to participate 
can be blamed for lack of progress toward the 
President’s proposed U.N. atomic pool, but in 
the case of these new proposals any responsibil- 
ity for inaction will fall squarely upon our own 
country. May the President's fine words soon 
be matched by tangible deeds tod “spark the 
creative skills latent in the free world.”

Tuesday is Flag Day—the anniversary of the 
birth of the Stars and Stripes. President Eisen- 
hower is 100! per cent right in proposing that 
homes and business institutions fly the national 
emblem on that day. The sight of the flag will 
not make a poor citizen a good one, but it is al- 
ways a reminder for many citizens, old and 
young, of the origin of our nation and its growth 
in power and responsibility through the years. 
It would be an inspiring thing to see Old Glory 
displayed Tuesday and again on the Fourth of 
July as our parents and grandparents so proudly 
used to flutter it from front porch or upstairs 
window. Let's make 1955 a year in which we fly 
the flag!

Petition for a Redress of Grievances 
The Post-Dispatch news columns today report 
the presentation to the President of a petition 
of the most serious character. It is a formal 
request from more than 1500 physcians, medical 
educators and others in the field of medicine 
that Mr. Eisenhower “consider the necessity of 
making certain basic the Federal 
Government’s Employe Security Program.” 

However disposed the Administration may 
have been in the past to ignore complaints on 
its “security” program, the White House cannot 
afford to ignore this petition. Its signers, as the 
quickest glance shows, include some of the most 
eminent men in the field of medicine. The great 
universities — Harvard, Yale, Columbia, Johns 
Hopkins, Cornell, Pennsylvania, Stanford, Minne- 
sota, to name only a few—are represented. St. 
Louis signers include Dr. Carl V. Moore and 
Dr. Barry Wood of the Washington University 
School of Medicine. 

What these men of science say can be readily 
summarized. They say that the Administration's 
security program does not contribute to secur# 
ity, but actually makes for insecurity. They say 
that it deprives the country of the services of 
professional men who are vitally needed in 
Government work. They say also that the 
growing tendency is for the Government's “stand- 
ards”-to be applied by universities and hos- 
pitals. “Medical research,” they say, “cannot 
thrive in such an atmosphere.” 

This petition speaks of the Peters case which 
was decided by the Supreme Court last Mon- 
day. Extracts from the court’s opinions appear 
under the cartoon on this page. In the words 
of the 1500 physicians, “The case of Dr. Peters 
is not an exception; it merely exemplifies the 
injustices inherent in a procedure applied to 
thousands of physicians who require security 
clearances in order to work for the Government.” 

What is most impressive, in our opinion, 
about this petition is that it places responsibil- 
ity right where it belongs—on Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. It quotes to him his own words about 
“the right to meet your accuser face to face” 
and “your right to speak your mind and be 
protected ”

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Faceless Informers Before the Supreme Court 


Extracts From Opinions of the United States Supreme Court in 


Chief Justice Warren: 


On April 6, 1953, petitioner (Peters) 
was advised by the Loyalty Review 
Board that it had determined to conduct 
a “‘post-audit” of the Agency Board's de- 
termination. . 

In his own testimony, petitioner de- 
nied membership in the Communist 
party, discussed his political beliefs 
and his motives for engaging in activi- 
tres and associations which were the 
subject of the charges, and answered 
all questions put to him by the board. 
In support of petitioner’s testimony, five 
witnesses stated their long acquaint- 
ance with petitioner and their firm con- 
viction of petitioner’s loyalty. 

In addition to this evidence, the rec- 
ord before the board contained infor- 
mation supplied by informants whose 
identity was not disclosed to petitioner. 
The identity of one or more, but not 
all, of these informants was known to 
the board. The information given by 
such informants had not been given un- 
der oath. 

On this record, the board determined 
that “on all the evidence, there is a 
reasonable doubt as to Dr. Peters’s 
loyalty to the Government.” 

In his complaint, petitioner contends 
that the action taken against him was 
“in violation of Executive Order 9835 
and the Constitution of the United 
States.” On the constitutional issue, 
petitioner complains chiefly of the de- 
nial of any opportunity to confront and 
cross-examine his secret accusers. 

From a very early date, this court has 
declined to anticipate a question of con- 
stitutional law in advance of the ne- 
cessity of deciding 
it. Applying this 
rule to the instant 
case, we must at 
the outset deter- 
mine whether peti- 
tioner’s removal 
was effected in ac- 
cord with Executive 
Order 9835. 

We conclude that 
the Loyalty Review 
Board's action was 
so patently in vio- 
lation of the order 
—in fact, beyond the 
board's delegated 
jurisdiction under 
the order-—that the constitutionality of 
the order itself does not come into issue. 


The authority conferred on the Loy- 
alty Review Board was limited to “cases 
involving persons recommended for dis- 
missal on grounds relating to loyalty by 
the loyalty board of any department or 
agency ...” And, even as to these 
cases, the Loyalty Review Board was

denied any power to undertake review 


on its own motion. 

In petitioner’s case, the board failed 
to respect either of these limitations. 
Petitioner had been twice cleared by 
the Agency Board and hence did not 
fall in the category of “persons rec- 
ommended for dismissal by the 
loyalty board of any department.” More- 
over, petitioner’s case was never re- 
ferred to the Loyalty Review Board by 
petitioner or the agency. 

In undertaking to “hold a hearing 
and reach its own decision” in peti- 
tloner’s case, the board relied on (its) 
Regulation 14 as the source of its 
authority. The board thus sought to 
do by regulation precisely what it was 
not permitted to do under the (presi- 
dential) order. 

And although such a “final determi- 
nation” could be made only by the em- 
ploying agency, the board did not wait 
for respondent Hobby to act on its rec- 
ommendation. Petitioner's debarment 
was made effective four days before the 
chairman of the board wrote petitioner. 
The board’s haste can be understood 
only in terms of its announced intention 
to deprive agencies of all discretion. 

Initially petitioner is entitled to a 
declaratory judgment that his removal 
and debarment were invalid. He Is 
further entitled to an order direct

The Facts of the Case. 

The case of John P. Peters vs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby raised the ques- 
tion of constitutional authority, under 
security regulations, to discharge fed- 
eral employes for disloyalty without 
giving them the right to face their 
accusers. These are the facts of the 
case, as stated in the majority opin- 
ion by Chief Justice Warren: | 

Dr. Peters, professor of medicine 
at Yale University, was employed 
“because of his eminence in the field 
of medical science” as a special con- 
sultant to the United States Public 
Health Service. This now is part of 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare directed by Secretary 
Hobby. Dr. Peters’s job “was not of 
a confidential or sensitive character.” 

A departmental loyalty board held 
hearings on the matter of Dr. Peters’s 
loyalty in 1949 and again in 1952 and 
each time found that “no reasonable 
grounds existed for belief that peti- 
tioner was disloyal.” But in 1953 the 
Loyalty Review Board conducted a 
“post-audit” and found “a reasonable 
doubt as to-Dr. Peters’s loyalty.” 

Dr. Peters was refused a rehearing 
and brought suit in the courts. Last 
Monday the Supreme Court in a 
7-to-2 ruling found that the Loyalty t 


Review Board's action was illegal. 


Service Commission to expunge from its 
records the Loyalty Review Board’s 
finding that there is a reasonable doubt 
as to petitioner’s loyalty. 


Justice Douglas: 


I do not think we can avoid the con- 
stitutional issue in this case. 


The question of construction of the 
Executive Order was so well settled that 
neither the Government nor Dr. Peters 
suggested the absence of authority in 
the Review Board to take jurisdiction of 
this case on its own motion. I agree 
that it had such authority. It therefore 
becomes necessary for me to reach the 
constitutional issue. 


Dr. Peters was condemned by faceless 
informers, some of whom were not 
known even to the board that con- 
demned him. Some of these informers 
were not even under oath. None of 
them had to submit to cross-examina- 
tion. None had to face Dr. Peters. 


So far as we or the board know they 
may be psychopaths or venal people, 
like Titus Oates, who revel in being 
informers. They may bear old grudges. 
Under cross-examination their stories 
might disappear like bubbles. 


Confrontation and cross-examination 
under oath are essential, if the Ameri- 
can ideal of due process is to remain a 
vital force in our public life. We have 
here a system where government with 
all its power and authority condemns 
a man to a suspect 
class and the outer 
darkness, without 
the rudiments of a 
fair trial. 

The practice of us- 
ing faceless inform- 
ers has apparently 
spread through a 
vast domain. It has 
touched countless 
hundreds of men 
and women and 


William ©. Douglas We Should condemn. 
° It deprives men of 
“liberty” within the meaning of the 
Fifth Amendment, for one of man's 
most precious liberties is his right to 
work. When a man is deprived of that 
“liberty” without a fair trial, he is de- 
nied due process. 
If he were condemned by Congress 
and made ineligible for government em- 
ployment, he would suffer a bill of at- 
tainder, outlawed by the tion. 
An administrative agency—the creature 


of Congress—certainly cannot exercise 
powers that Congress itself is barred 
from asserting. 

Those who see the force of this posi- 
tion counter by saying that the Govern- 
ment’s sources of information must be 
protected, if the campaign against sub- 
versives is to be successful. The an- 
swer is plain. If the sources of infor- 
mation need protection, they should be 
kept secret. But once they are used 
to destroy a man’s reputation and de- 
prive him of his “liberty,” they must 
be put to the test of due process of law. 

The use of faceless informers is 
wholly at war with that concept. When 
we relax our standards to accommodate 
the faceless informer, we violate our 
basic constitutional guarantees and ape 
the tactics of those whom we despise. 


Justice Reed: 


I agree with Mr. Justice Douglas that 
the court’s reason for annulling Dr. 
Peters’s discharge is not sound. In 
addition to the reasons stated by him,.. 
I find other factors that to me strength- 
en the view that the action of the Loy- 
alty Review Board was not invalid. 

However, I do not express any opin- 
ion on the constitutional problems which 
might ultimately be faced. 

The court in this case is reviewing a 
presidential order and rules made there- 
under. I do not find it as easy as does 
the majority to analogize such a review 
to judicial review of congressional acts 
and administrative interpretation of 
such acts. Certain differences are im- 
mediately apparent. 

The Executive Branch is traditionally~~ 
free to handle its internal problems of 
administration in its 
own way. The le- 
gality of judicial 
review of such in- 
tra-executive opera- 
tions as this is for 
me not completely 
free from doubt. 

However, constru- 
ing the Loyalty Or- 
der as the court 
does, like a statute, 
the contemporane- 
ous construction of: 
the order by the. 
Review Board in 
promulgating Regu- 
lation 14 and the 
action of the President in allowing the 
regulationgand practices thereunder to 
continue leads me to conclude that the 
board by Regulation 14 correctly inter- 
preted the presidential intention con- 
veyed by Order 9835. 

Such reasonable interpretation prompt- 
ly adopted and long-continued by the: 
President and the board should be re-. 
spected by the courts. That has been 
judicial practice heretofore. Limiting 
myself to issues decided by the ma- 
jority, I dissent. 


Justice Black: 


Here I think it would be better judi- 
cial practice to reach and decide the 
constitutional issues, although I agree 
with the court that the presidential 
order can justifiably be construed as 
denying the Loyalty Review Board the 
power exercised in this case.

There were 247,000 courts- 
martial cases in the armed serv- 
ices throughout the world in 
1954. This is an indication of 
the seriousness of the problems 
of military justice. Roughly one 
man out of 15 was subject to 
court-martial. 

The record of trial of a court- 
martial is first review by the 
staff judge advocate of the com- 
mand having general court- 
martial jurisdiction. In this re- 
view the commander, on the ad- 
vice of his staff judge advocate, 
can affirm the findings and sen- 
tence or modify the finding and 
reduce the sentence. In the large

Not All Disappointments. 

In the atmosphere of disillu- 
sion and inertia which has be- 
come widespread, particularly 
among youth, some of the solid 
accomplishments since indepen- 
dence was achieved in 1949 are 
forgotten 

There have been successes as 
well as failures. Indonesia has 
been kept together. This in itself 
has been remarkable in a coun- 
try of about 80,000,000 people 
who speak at least 25 distinct 
languages and are spread over 
thousands of scattered islands. 

Progress in health and educa- 
tion has gone on rapidly. When 
the Dutch left, nine out of ten 
Indonesians were illiterate. In 
the past five years mass educa- 
tion has been energetically 
pushed, and the Indonesians’ re- 


markable thirst for knowledge 
has steadily pushed up the lit- 
eracy rate. Public health has 


been increasingly spread into the 
villages 

Rice production has risen to 
the point where Indonesia is 
now almost self-sufficient; and 
the price of rice, which is more 
important to ordinary Indonesi- 
ans than bread or potatoes are 
to us, has been kept fairly stable 
despite general inflation.

man Cooper. He announced to 
newsmen that four American 
fighter pilots would be released 
from Red China and they were | 
released.

He has also talked with top 
western diplomats, like British 
Foreign Secretary Harold Mac- 
millan, on his way here: He

Other Suggestions. 
Other suggestions which have 
been directly attributed to 
Menon in dispatches reaching 
here include these:

The American Govern- 
ment has announced repeatedly 
in recent weeks that all Chi- 
nese students who wish to go to 
Red China are free to do so. | 
They may even obtain financial | 
assistance in making the trip. 


2. Menon has suggested that 
probably there are many non- 
students among the large Chi- 
nese communities in the United 
States who would really like to 
go to Red China and why would 
the United States not. permit 
them to do so. This makes no 
sense to United States officials 
whose impression is that Chi- 
nese living in the United States 
preferred this to China, whether 
it was Nationalist or Commu- 
nist, and are here by their free 
choice anyway. 

3. Let the Chinese National- | 
ist offshore islands of Quemoy | 
and Matsu go to the Commu- 
nists. Menon is reported to have 
said the Chinese Reds might be 
quite willing to let the National- 
ist troops exacuate the islands 
instead of requiring their sur- 
render. Mr. Eisenhower and 
Dulles have several times taken 
the position that Quemoy and 
Matsu did not have much real 
importance for either Commu- 
nist or Nationalist China and 
letting them change hands, as- 
suming that to be _ possible, 
would not settle anything be- 
cause the real issue is Formosa. 


4. The United States might 
issue a statement deploring the 
crash of an airplane this spring 
in which several Red Chinese 
diplomats were killed on their 
way to the Bandung conference 
of Asian and African nations.

We have developed two new 
programs that I shall submit 
to the Congress in the con- 
viction that they reflect the 
spirit and intent of law and 
of the American people. 

First: We propose to offer 
research reactors to the peo- 
ple of free nations who can 
use them effectively for the 
acquisition of the skills and 
understanding essential to 
peaceful atomic progress. The 
United States, in the spirit of 
partnership that moves us, will 
contribute half the cost. We 
will also furnish the acquiring 
nation the nuclear material 
needed to fuel the reactor. 
Second: ‘Within prudent se- 
curity considerations, we pro- 
pose to make available to the 
peoples of such friendly na- 
tions as are prepared to in- 
vest their own funds in power 
reactors, access to and train- 
ing in the technological proc- 
esses of construction and op- 
eration for peaceful purposes. 


If the technical and material 
resources of a single nation 
should not appear adequate to 
make effective use of a research 
reactor, we would support a vol- 
untary grouping of the resources 
of several nations within a single 
region to acquire and operate it 
together. 

Our purpose is to spark the 
creative and inventive skills la- 
tent in the free world, to pool 
them and to put them to work 
for the betterment of the con- 
ditions under which men must 
live. 

The research reactors acquired 
under this program will be fer- 


tile seeds for progress sown in} 


the receptive soil of the free na- 
tions. 
the United States will be small 
indeed when measured against 
the certain returns, tangible and 
intangible. 

Power-Short Areas. 

The second proposal will be of 
immediate interest mainly to the 
power-short areas of the world 
where atomic power may be eco- 
nomically feasible even today. 
Some of the countries, however, 
lack the knowledge and experi- 
ence needed to construct and 
operate a commercial power re- 
actor. This we can share for 
constructive purposes with 
friendly countries without real 
risk to our national security. 
Such sharing is expressly con- 
templated by the new Atomic 
Energy Act. 

Together, these two provisions 
are designed, within the limits 
of prudence, to clear away some 
of the obstacles that have im- 
peded progress in nuclear 
science and to permit its peace- 
ful application by all who pro- 
pose to make it serve mankind. 

Here is an invitation—to scien- 
tists and engineers, to industries 
and governments—to pool their 
energies and creative talents that 
this great achievement of the 
human mind may bear the fruit 
of its infinite promise. 

The people of the United 
States instinctively reject any 
thought that their greatest 
scientific achievement can be 
used only as a weapon. Our 
increasing progress in_ its 
peaceful applications is evi- 
dence of that fact. 


While we build atomic-pow- 
ered ships for war—because we 
must—we have the desire, the 
determination to 
powered ships for” peace. And 
build them we shall. The first 
atomic-powered merchant ship, 
and its ports of call, will be a 
laboratory demonstration that 
man. can harness this unlimited 
energy for normal, peaceful, 
prosperous life. 


While we design bombs that 
can obliterate great military ob- 
jectives—because we must—we 
are also designing generators, 
channels and reservoirs of atom- 
ic energy so that man may profit 
from this gift which the Creator 
of all things has put into his 
hands. And build them we shall. 

The two proposals ‘I have out- 
lined here are the gateway to 
a broad avenue of world progress 
in the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 

# Surely those of the Russian 
people — who, despite their 
Communist overlords, still 
think for themselves and who 
still retain respect for human 
dignity — are moved by the 
same feelings as we. 

I still hope earnestly that 
the Soviet Union may join in 
an international effort to har- 
ness the atom for man’s good. 
But I have such unlimited con-

What we need is general 
education, combining the lib-

| he lives. It is an education 
| which helps each individual 
learn how to relate one rele- 
vant fact to another; to get 
the total of relevant facts af-

perspective; and to reason 
critically and with objectivity 
: and moral conscience toward 
| solutions to those situations 
or problems. 

I repeat: This kind of edu- 
cation is sorely needed in this 
country—and throughout the 
world.

Resentful.

As an experiment, in 1953, 
eight acres were put in rice and 
the average vield was 85 bushels 
an acre. With rice bringing $2 
to $2.50 atbushel, this was im- 
pressive 

Last year the Government per- 
mitted two men to cultivate 270 
acres in rice. They obtained 20,- 
000 bushels and, were allowed 
to keep the entire crop because 
of land improvements they in- 
stituted. 

“This is tight soil that holds 
water well, and what made it 
bad for corn makes it good for 


rice,’ remarked Lyle J. Schoon- 
over, refuge manager. He added 
that if the adaptability of the 


soil to rice cultivation had been 
known previously, land values 
in Mingo Swamp would have 
been so high that the wildlife 
agency could not have acquired 
the property. 


Schoonover, 34-year-old grad- | 


uate of the University of Minne- 
sota, pointed.to a 35-acre field 
that the Government bought for 
$12 an acre. He said the field 
had vielded 3000 bushels of rice 
last year, grossing sharecropper 
Neil Hudson of Puxico more 
than $200 an acre 

In the 15 years before the field 
went into public. ownership, 
however, it yielded only two 
crops, one in corn and the other 
in hay Schoonover estimated 
that 7000 to 8000 acres could be 
irrigated and adapted to rice in 
a national emergency. As it is 
now, he would like to put in 
another 1000 to 2000 acres of 
rice, and a number of farmers 
have applied. 

Agriculture f¢ earefuilv super- 
vised. The Fish and Wildlife 
service insists on crop-rotation 


In some instances. Schoonover 
said, farmers had grown corn 
on the same land for 19 years 
consecutively. The agency now 
has 33 farmers sharecropping 
about 2500 acres. 
Division of Crops. 

Under the arrangement. one- 
third of the corn goes to the 
Government's share and is left 


Standing in the field. The Gov- 
ernment gets a fourth of har- 
small grains such as 
wheat, rye and oats. This grain 
is fed to wildfowl. Last winter 
the refuge attracted 85,000 ducks 
and 1400 geese. This year those 
numbers are expected to double 

The corn yield in 1954 had 
jumped to an average of 25 
bushels an acre, compared with 
seven in 1947, the first year the 
Government owned the area. 
Wheat, very little of which was 
grown in Mingo Swamp former- 
ly, averaged 20 bushels an acre 

While the Fish and Wildlife 
Service is interested in farming

Frank Ross’s Experience. 

An example is the case of 
Frank Ross, 70, who lives about 
eight miles north of Wappapello, 
on the Wayne county side of the 
swamp. 

Ross and his wife had 240 
acres of Mingo Swamp bottom- 
land they bought for about $25 
an acre in 1930 and 1933. The 
land was uncleared. They 
cleared it with their own labor 
and were getting, Ross told the 
Post-Dispatch, about 75 bushels 
of corn to the acre and three 
tons of alfalfa, in three cuttings. 


When the Government sought 
to buy in the late 1940s, the 
Rosses did not want to sell. They 
had paid $4500 in drainage 
taxes, Ross said, and their son- 
in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Tom Ward, had built a 
house on the land. They hired a 
lawyer and went to Cape Girar- 
deau to fight the case in Fed- 
eral Court In the end, they 
received $6000 less attorney 
fees. That amounts to about $25 
an acre. 

Ross said he would not have 
sold to a private purchaser for 
less than $150 an acre. Others in 
the neighborhood figured the 
land should have brought at 
least $75. The condemnation left 
Ross with 240 acres of property 
in the uplands, not enough for 
a living but enough so that he 
is not eligible for an old age 
pension.

Up Early to Keep © 
Abreast of Harvest 


By Leonard Hall 


ARMING in a year of fairly normal rainfall is as differ- 
F ent from farming during drouth as day is from night. It 
isn’t that you work harder, for during drouth the farmer 
must scrabble and scratch to keep something growing in his 
£53 fields to fill the stomachs 
of his animals and his fam- 
ily; while in good weather 
he works from sunup to 
sunset to keep abreast of 
the harvest. The differ- 
ence is one of state of 
mind. In order to be a 
farmer at all, one must be 
both philosopher and op- 
timist, taking the good 
with the bad. But also to 
be a farmer, one must take 
a natural satisfaction in 
tending the soil and watch- 
ing it produce abundantly, 
in seeing his livestock 
thrive on lush and fertile 
pastures. These are things 
which come with the good 
seasons. 
Our day at Possum Trot 
_A LEADER OF THE AWAKENING follows the lengthening 
CHORUS. season. Each morning, 
without benefit of alarm clock, we seem to wake a few min- 
utes earlier; generally in time to see the sun come climbing 
above Buford. This is an enchanted time of day, filled with 
the songs of awakening birds, the crowing of roosters and 
cawing of crows. 
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One advantage of early rising is that it gives us 
an hour to work in the vegetable garden before the 
real tasks of the day begin. And this year, for a 
change, there ts inspiration to battle weeds and 
bugs because the vegetables are growing. The po- 
tato patch is a jungle, with flowers handsome 
enough for a corsage; we were afraid we'd put too 
much high-nitrogen fertilizer on it and might have 
no potatoes. But now the ground in the hills is be- 
ginning to crack open and we've dug a few messes 
of new potatoes, finding more small tubers at the 
end of the underground stems than ever before. 
Peas are filling their pods, beans and squash have 
started blooming, and okra is surviving the bugs 
which used to let okra strictly alone. Thus pros- 
pects for the summer are altogether encouraging. 
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@ AT ABOUT 6:30 when the vegetable gardening and 
morning milking are over, Matt joins us for a second cup of 
coffee and we make a quick round of the farm to be sure all 
is well with the cattle. Some of the older cows, which catch 
up a month or two each year on producing their calves, are 
now turning out a crop of youngsters in May and June, so 
that we must inspect them every day. There's one old girl 
that has already presented us with two sets of twins in years 
past and if she doesn’t duplicate this feat again within the 
next few days, we're going to be vastly surprised. Each 
morning we go out expectantly and each morning so far she 
has disappointed us; meanwhile four heifers and one of the 
old registered cows have dropped fine calves. 
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Weather has been ideal for haying and the first 
cutting is in the barns without a bale having gotten 
wet. The new brome and alfalfa made 50 bales to 
the acre, a fine yield, as did the clover and orchard 
grass in a little creek bottom field at the back of 
the farm. Generally Matt starts the mowing at 
about 8 o'clock and I take over at noon when he 
goes to dinner, so that no time is lost. This is an 
easy and pleasant task with the new Ferguson 
mower which, for the first time in 100 years, elim- 
inates the “Pittman rod” that drives the sickle-bar 
and operates from a counter-balanced crankshaft 
with no more vibration than a sewing machine. 
Then along in afternoon, I take over with the sec- 
ond tractor and the side-delivery rake, rolling the 
hay into an endless windrow, round and round the 
field ready for the baler. 
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@ DESPITE THE FACT IT’S HARD WORK, there's no 
finer job on the farm than making hay on a June day. The 
swallows come dipping down over the swaths of newly cut 
grass to hunt for insects, often swooping to within a foot 


or two of your head. You keep a constant watch for young, 


cottontails to give them a chance to bounce away over the 
cut hay to safety, and for nests of meadowlarks and bob- 
whites which can generally be saved by raising the sickle- 
bar and leaving a tuft of unmown hay. 


On the morning after raking, as soon as the dew has 
dried, Ern and Lovell arrive with the big New Holland 
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baler behind the green tractor and soon the bales begin to 
dot the field as thick as peas in a pod. We use Red Day's 
truck to haul, with a crew of four and Matt to drive ang 
direct stacking in the barns, while I keep raking until the 
field is done. About 800 bales a day can be picked up and 
stored in this way and it is seldom that we have to leave 
bales on the ground overnight. 


This year, for the first time in several seasons, the 
young grass and clover sowed last autumn with barley as 
a@ nurse-crop have survived and made good stands. Thus 
while a farm doesn't recover overnight from three years of 
drouth and crop failure, we've made a start and will keep 
pushing ahead. And there's one thing of which we are more 
convinced than ever; that the fertility which we built up and 
stored away in the fields during the good years is a tre- 
mendoys help in the rebuilding process. This is good to 
think about as we sit on the east terrace in the evenings, 
resting tired muscles, watching the last sunlight fade from 
the mountain and listening for the first whippoorwill to 
wart calling.

NEW YORK, June 11. 


HE small wooden box spotted 
T by United States Custom in- 

spectors in the cargo being 
unloaded from the big trans- 
Atlantic Scandinavian Ajrlines 
plane at New York International 
Airport looked innocent enough. 
Made of three-quarter-inch pine 
and marked “fragile,” the box, 
according to the import declara- 
tion, contained a $20 cut-glass 
water pitcher and two matching 
drinking mugs. 


Two customs men whisked the 
small crate away. Working quick- 
ly and using a little-known elec- 
tronic device called an inspecto- 
scope, they peered into the crate. 
Then without having so much 
as pried.off its lid or broken 
its seal, they returned the box 
and waited for it to be claimed. 


In due time, a Bronx business 
man and his wife, to whom the 
box was addressed, called at In- 
ternational Airport, paid the 
duty on the glassware, which 
had been properly declared, and 
were promptly placed under ar- 
rest. The box with its $20 water 
pitcher and mugs also contained 
2000 carats of cut and polished 
diamonds, worth almost $250,000. 

Customs men seized the huge 
diamond cache and put a stake- 
out on the couple’s home. The 
next day two more arrests were 
made when a German and a 
woman, both immigrants, called 
at the business man’s home. Ar- 
raigned in Federal Court, all 
four were charged with smug- 
gling and conspiracy to smuggle. 
If convicted, in addition to for- 
feiture of the diamonds, they 
face jail terms of two to five 
years 

“Using the inspectoscope, we 
were easily able to spot the 
hollowed out pockets in the end 
boards of the box where the 
diamonds were concealed,” 
Thomas G. Duncan, agent in 
charge of the Special Customs 
Racket Squad explained. 
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EIZURE of the diamond- 
G taden box and the arrest of 

the four suspects brought to 
an end an investigation which 
had been carried on here and 
abroad for several months. The 
customs men knew from gossip 
and complaints from New York's 
great diamond center that quan- 
tities of diamonds were being 
smuggled inte the United States. 
They ran down lead after lead, 
kept close watch on shipments 
sent to American citizens who 
had recently visited Europe, and 
on suitcases and boxes of house- 
hold goods following recent im- 
migrants to this country. 


With the aid of postal au- 
thorities, they watched incom- 
ing registered airmail envelopes 
from certain cities in Europe 
and with the co-operation of the 
international air carriers kept 
a close check on all cargo mani- 
fests from certain points of 
origin. 


After four months of examin- 
ing records, customs men noted 
that the Bronx business man had 
been receiving regular monthly 
packages from F Ger-

many. The packages, declared 
as either glass or porcelain 
ware, were marked “gifts.” Sus- 
picion of the business man was 
heightened when it was learned 
that he was the brother of a 
man who had once been in the 
diamond business in Manhattan. 

When the next “gift” arrived, 
customs inspectors had their in- 
spectoscope ready and the elec- 
tronic gadget quickly confirmed 
their suspicions.

In use for only the past year, 
the inspectoscope had already 
figured in some $200,000 of 
seizures of smuggled goods and 
if forfeiture of the diamonds is

s HE inspectoscope, which 
T looks like two metal lockers 

with a passageway between, 
is a two and one-quarter ton 
device manufactured to customs 
specifications.

In the other end, an 
observer sits in a_ lightproof 
booth and watches a screen on 
which a fluoroscopic image of

OT long ago the inspecto- 
N scone figured in the arrest of 

a woman who arrived aboard 
the Queen Elizabeth with $10,- 
000 in Swiss watch movements 
concealed in two traveling cases 
and on her person. Her baggage 
had been examined in the rou- 
tine check on the pier and was 
being placed on a baggage truck 
by a porter when alert customs 
men noticed the porter strain- 
ing under the weight of the 
traveling cases. 

Using the inspectoscope, the 
inspectors saw at a glance the 
reason for the unusual weight 
of the woman's baggage. In 
the false sides of one traveling 
case 408 watch movements were 
concealed. In the mock bottom 
of the other, 351 more watch 
movements were visible. 

The woman, from Munich, 
was taken to the headquarters 
of the Customs Racket Squad 
and a further check showed 167 
more watch movements sewed 
into the black corset she was 
wearing and 26 more in her 
handbag. 

The woman, who had arrived 
in this country for a visit with 
her aunt who lives on New 
York's upper East Side, said she 
had been paid $125 to deliver 
the watch movements to a man 
who would call at her aunt's 


apartment. Customs agents, 
keeping the apartment under 
surveillance, a week later ar- 


rested the man and charged him 
with receiving smuggied goods. 
The woman received a _ Ssix- 
months’ suspended sentence, was 
placed on probation and sent 
back to Germany. The case 
against the man is still pending 
“For our money, the woman 
was just dumb,” Duncan said. 
“Anyway, in view of the assist- 
ance she gave us and because 
she was an acute diabetic and 
suffering from cancer we did 
not press the case against her.”

It 
is used for screening al! visitors 
at California's big San Quentin 
prison and at the end of World 
War II was a big help in inspect- 
ing the souvenir packages sent 
home by GIs by the thousands. 
In New York and San Francisco 
post offices, workers were able 
with the inspectoscope to screen 
thousands of packages a day. 
Working with the electronic 
tattletale, a customs inspection 
crew can now check from 16 to 
20 tons of baggage cases a day 
Supervising Customs Agent Page 
thinks that the greatest worth of 
the electronic eye lies in its 
ability to enable customs men to 
determine what is in a package 
without poking into its insides. 
“Say we spot something with 
the inspectoscope,” Page sug- 
gests. “There's no need to open 
the case. We just put a watch on 
it. But if the case had been 
opened for inspection the con- 
signee might notice it and not 
take delivery. With the inspec- 
troscope a smuggler may think 
he’s outwitted-us until he finds 
himself under arrest.”

Loaded 
with ideas, he’s built up a huge 
volume of business since he 
came to this country in 1939— 
he is a gourmet who travels the 
world in search of fancy food 
items, some of them peculiar 
enough to cause the non-gour- 
met, or steak and potato type, 
to turn a pale shade of off- 
green. (Fried agave worms, any- 
one?) 

These days his 
housed in spacious offices and 
warehouses here, and handles 
hundreds of products from rela- 
tively prosaic sardines to buffalo 
steak. The name of it is Reese 
Finer Foods ‘he changed the 
spelling so folks would get the 
pronunciation right) and it’s a 
busy, bustling outfit. It used to 
be housed solely under his hat. 

Ries is an energetic, fast-

Both make 
lengthy scouting tours of Eu- 
rope; both keep alert for word of 
a food item popular any place 
in the world. 

Take the grasshopper. Japan- 
ese exporters were highly doubt- 
ful that American's would drool 
in joy over fried grasshoppers. 
After all, they had mianaged to 
get along well without them. 
Ries figured differently and or- 
dered an initial shipment of 10,- 
000 tins. They sold. 

On this item, as is the case 
with several of the more star- 
tling foods, the chief buying fac- 
tor seems to be a yen for novel- 
ty existing in many shoppers. 
Hostesses of 2 certain type live 
for the chance to serve some- 
thing new. Then, too, there is 
a certain quiet joy available in 
owning a can of fried grasshop- 
pers of your very own: one can 
say offhandedly: “Have a fried 
grasshopper? Delicious!” The 
reactions are manifold.

In 1890, 
Emil Von Behring discovered an 
antitoxin to combat the disease. 
Later, Von Behring worked out 
an immunization with a mixture 
of toxin and antitoxin. But this 
mixture was difficult to evaluate 
at first and Von Behring refused 
to permit its general use unless

HIS TEST was noted in med- 
ical circles. “For five years it 
was perfectly quiet, few people 
paid attention,” Dr. Schick smil- 
ingly recalled in his New York 
office. Nothing was done on a 
large scale until the 1920s. 

By that time, Dr. Schick had 
come here to head the depart- 
ment of pediatrics at Mount 
Sinai Hospital in New York City. 
In 1924, a year after Dr. Schick's 
arrival here, Dr. G. Ramon of 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris. 
discovered that the weakening of 
diphtheria toxin with formalde- 
hyde made possible immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria. The way 
was clear and safe for the mass 
immunization—and Dr. William 
H. Park, New York City health 
commissioner, took on the job, 
assisted by Dr. Abraham Zingher.

Stock Boom Trends 
Resemble Those Be- 
fore 1929 Crash.

WASHINGTON, June 11— 
The CIO has placed responsibil- 
ity for stock market speculation 
squarely on the Eisenhower Ad- | 
ministration, asserting that Re- 
publican fiscal policies have 
“had the effect of boosting the | 
demand for stocks and making | 
it easier to speculate.” | 

In the current issue of its pub- | 
lication, Economic Outlook, the | 


labor organization warns that | 
economic trends which led to | 
the present rise in stock aioe, 
bear an “unfortunate resem- 
blance” to conditions which | 
caused the 1929 crash. 

A Senate Banking Committee 
report on the stock market criti- | 
cized the Federal Reserve Board | 
last month for not curbing ex- | 
cessive speculation sooner. How- | 
ever, the report was not directly 
critical of the Administration. | 
Although the market generally | 
has continued a steady advance, | 
the CIO analysis was confined | 
largely to 1953 and 1954. 

Despite ‘General Decline.’ 

Despite a general decline in 
the country’s economy in the 
last half of 1953 and throughout 
most of 1954, stock prices “‘con- 
tinued to boom,” the publication 
states. 

In that period, total produc- 
tion of goods and services de- 
clined by 2 per cent, national in- 
come dropped 2 per cent and 
business sales were down 4 per 
cent, the magazine says. At the 
same time, unemployment rose 
from 1,500,000 to 2,800,000. 

“Despite these overwhelming 
indications of softness in the na- 
tional economy, Standard and 
Poor's price index of 480 stocks 
rose 35 per cent” in the same 
period, the article continues. 
“By March 1955, this index of 
stock prices was 48 per cent 
higher than in the second quar- 
ter of 1953.” | 

Examination of persona] in- 
come between the middle of | 
1953 and the end of 1954 shows | 
“the growth of an unhealthy and | 
unbalanced development—a rise | 
in the personal income of upper | 
income groups, while the in-| 
comes of lower and middle in- | 
come groups declined,” the CIO | 
contends. | 

1929 Crash Recalled. 
A similar imbalance -E 


before the 1929 crash, the pub- 
lication declares. At this point 
it quotes a Fortune magazine 
article on causes of the stock 
market spiral in the 1920s. Two 
reasons behind the 1929 crash, 
Fortune said, were: 

1, “The concentration of in- 
come in the upper income 
groups actually increased, es- 
ogg in the latter half of 
the ‘20s, 

2. oe 1920 and 1929, 
profits, interest and rent—which | 
went largely to upper income | 
groups—increased 45 per cent, 
whereas total wages and salaries 
~—which comprise the bulk of 
the income of the lower and | 
middle income groups — rose 
only 13 per cent.” 

Policies of the Eisenhower | 
Administration have led to the! 
same lack of economic balance. | 
the CIO publication states. It | 
adds: | 

“For over two years, the 
trickle-down economic philoso- 
phy of the Andrew Mellon era’ 
of the 1920s has been the out- 
spoken view of Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey 
and other leading Administra- 
tion spokesmen. 

“The economic policy, philos- | 
ophy and programs of the Ad- | 
ministration have consistently | 
emphasized the need to protect | 
and advance the income posi- 
tion of the top income groups— | 
the investors—while doing little | 
or nothing for the benefit of | 
the great mass of American fam- | 
ilies in the low and middle in- | 
come groups.” 

Investors’ Income Boosted. 

When the Eisenhower Admini- | 
stration instituted a “hard-mon- 
ey” policy early in 1953 by | 
increasing interest rates, it in- 
creased the incomes of investors, 
those owning stocks, and gave 
them additional money with 
which to speculate in the stock 
market, the CIO says. 

At the same time, the Admini- | 
stration lowered the margin re-| 
quirements on stocks, meanihg | 
that investors could make a 
smaller down payment when 
buying, the article continues. | 
The two actions “had the effect | 
of boosting the demand for 
stocks and making it easier to 
speculate in the stock market | 
it adds. 

The Administration also en-! 
couraged large corporations to 
speculate in stocks by giving | 
them various tax benefits, ol 
cluding rapid tax amortization 
of new facilities, Economic Out- | 
look says. | 

These tax benefits enabled big | 
companies to accumulate large | 
surpluses in cash and Govers-} 
ment securities with which to} 
finance capital construction. | 
Consequently, they did not have 
to float new stock issues for ex- 
pansion, and the result was that | 
the supply of stocks became | 
scarce, the article says. 


As a result, “the rising de-| 


mand for big business stocks has 
pressed against, a market in 
which stocks are relatively 
scarce,” and speculation fol- 
lowed, Economic Outlook con- 
cludes.

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Scientist Says Alcoholic-to-Be 
Has ‘Predisposing Personality’ 


Some Findings of 14 Yale Researchers Who 
Have Been Studying Excessive 
Drinking for 15 Years. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 11 
(AP)—It takes more than drink- 
ing to make an alcoholic, says 
a Yale University research spe- 
cialist. 

To become addicted to drink, 
says Leon A. Greenberg, one 
must have certain personality in- 
adequacies which make it diffi- 
cult or impossible for him _ to 
meet not only marked emotional 
problems, but even situations 


_ of mild stress in constructive 


and socially acceptable ways. 

Greenberg is associate direc- 
tor of Yale’s Laboratory of Ap- 
plied Physiology, out of which 
grew the university’s Center of 
Alcohol Studies. 

He maintains that persons 
who are to become alcoholics 


tv” even before they take 
drink. 

Thus, he says: 

The alcoholic is a victim not 
only of the bottle, but of his 
own inadequacy. In his inability 
to meet problems, he uses alco- 
hol as a personality crutch. 

“Naturally,” explains Green- 
berg, “if this sort of person 
never uses alcohol he cannot be- 
come alcoholic. 


“But if he doesn’t meet alco-| 


hol, he may seek escape from 
his problems by turning to other 
drugs such as cocaine, morphine 
or sleeping pills, or by neurotic 
behavior.” 

Some of Their Conclusions. 

A staff of 14 researchers has 
been studying the problem at 
the Yale center for more than 
15 years. Here are some of their 
findings. 

In the United States there are 
about 4,000,000 alcoholics—per- 
sons who can’t control their 
drinking and are_ suffering 
thereby. 
|} Less than half are seriously 
disturbed or skid row types. 
More or less, the others form a 
cross-section of the population. 
Only about one in seven is a 
woman. 

There are about 1,650,000 
problem drinkers in business 
and industry. 


The cost of impaired service | 
from these people to business | 


and industry is estimated at 
a billion dollars a year. 
To combat this loss, the cen- 
ter has developed the Yale plan. 
In industry, it involves the 
voluntary education of top man- 
agement in the problem. Then a 


company may set up and direct | 


its own treatment or rehabili- 
tation facilities or pioneer in 
establishing them in the com- 
munity. 

In Connecticut, the State Com- 
mission on Alcoholism grew out 
of the experience of the Yale 
Center. 
ported by liquor permit fees, 
now operates six outpatient 
clinics and a Hartford hospital. 

Similar clinies have been 
started in 22 other states. 

Objectives of Clinics. 

Selden D. Bacon, director of 


the Center, gives this explana- | 


tion of how the clinics operate: 

“The basic theory of the Yale 
plan clinics is that the alcoholic 
is a sick person. He has imnie- 
diate symptoms, social, emo- 
tional and often physical. He 
has chronic social and perhaps 
psychological ills. He has a pat- 
tern of excessive drinking. 

“The purpose of the clinic is 
to make him a person who is 
more acceptable to himself and 
to his community without ever 
using alcohol. 

“To accomplish this, three 
major approaches are used.

“Second, give him a greater 
understanding Bf his problems 
and his drinking either on a 
simple, common-sense level, or, 
if’ necessary, through psycho- 
therapy. 

“Third, help him to adjust 
his usual way of life, both by 
working with him and with the 
people in his environment. 

“Above all, the principle 
seems to be to so help the man 
that he can help himself. Medi- 
cine, psychiatry, social work, Al- 
coholics Anonymous, psychol- 
ogy and religion all can play a 
part in this process.” 

Alcoholics Anonymous is a 
group of ex-alcoholics who try 
and help alcoholics get well. 
| No Absolute Cure. 
|. Do the clinics cure? 
| There isn’t any cure, in the 
sense that the alcoholic can 
ever be a social drinker again. 
“The cured alcoholic,” explains 
Greenberg, “is a person who 
can’t ever touch a drink again. 
If he does — bang! He'll go 
back.” 

The fact that many persons 
are beginning to regard the al- 
coholic as a sick man, in need 
of understanding and treatment 
rather than condemnation, is 
largely a result of the work at 
the Yale Center. 

Ten years ago, Bacon says, an 
alcoholic would have been told: 
“Buck up, boy, use a little will- 
power.” 

Suppose he does. Suppose he 
tries to cure himself, without 
help, change his drinking habits, 
cut down a little. 

“It’s no use,’ says Bacon, 
“he’s just following down the 
‘road thousands of alcoholics 
| have traveled.” 

Stages of Alcoholism. 

Bacon says there are roughly 
eight stages an alcoholic goes 
through: 

1. With increasing frequency, 
he begins to drink more than do 
his friends. He may even try to 
hide this by sneaking and gulp- 
ing drinks. 

2. Hangovers get worse. They 
'become tinged with remorse, 
anxiety and guilt. The drinker 
'may suffer temporary amnesias 
| or blackouts. 
| 2. More and more often after 
‘he has had one drink he con- 
|tinues to drunkenness. He can't 
| stop. 
4. Social disapproval becomes 
evident. His friends don’t invite 
‘him over any more. 
| §. He discovers the marvelous 
cure for the hangover, the morn- 
'ing drink, or two, or three. 
| 6. He starts solo drinking. He’s 
‘hiding from criticism, real or 
imagined. 

7. He seeks help. He tries to 

change his pattern. of drinking, 
or he goes to his minister, a 
hospital, a clinic. If these don’t 
‘help, there is the last stage. 

8. The binge. 

About this time he’s apt to get 
fired, or divorced, or have an 
‘accident, or get sick.

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SCARECROW FASHIONS

HE SEASON OF GROWING CROPS IS HERE, and fields and gardens are 
tempting feeding grounds for feathered folk. Some farmers and gar- 
deners just let the birds feed, some who happen around at the right time 

yell “shoo” and wave their arms, some hang up can lids, blown-up paper 
bags, tinsel streamers or pinwheels, and others put up that old standby, 
the scarecrow. 

That traditional scarecrow, roughly resembling a human figure, still has 
its adherents, despite the scoffing of some sceptics that it doesn't help. It 
has not yielded to such modern innovations as revolving mechanical blades 
—invented by a Frenchman—wailing noisemakers, or bird distress calls on 
records to be played in field, orchard or garden. After all, the old-fashioned 
scarecrow does have the backing of long tradition. It is within reach of 
anyone with odds of discarded clothing, and it offers a chance for a bit of 
creative work. That a scarecrow doesn’t have to be just a ragged coat and 
hat on top of a post, but may be realistic, fancy and fashionable is evidenced 
by the array of scarecrows on this page. They were photographed in St. 
Louis and a four-county surrounding area. 

Scarecrows are aimed at scaring not only crows but blackbirds, grackles, 
starlings, bluejays, and all other birds nibbling up the produce and profits. 
Though less plentiful than several generations ago, they still may be found 
in back yard or country kitchen gardens, berry patches, orchards, truck 
farms ft even grain fields. Sometimes they arouse a sort of area “keep- 
ing up with the Joneses” rivalry—one dressily outfitted scarecrow will lead 
to others even better dressed, until something of a scarecrow fashion display 
is under way.

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PARALYZING RAILWAY STRIKE brought 
Britain its worst labor crisis in 29 years. 
By last midweek, faint prospects of settle- 
ment in the 1]-day-old walkout of 70,000 locomo- 
tive engineers and firemen appeared, but there 
seemed little hope of ending two other major 
strikes involving dock workers in six ports and 
seamen in two others. The wave of labor unrest 
was tightening the nation’s economy and the 
relative prosperity which helped sweep Prime 
Minister Eden’s Conservative party to power in 
last month's national election. Not since the 
general strike of 1926 had Britain faced so grave 
a labor situation. 
With supplies of raw materials dwindling, 
a general shutdown of Britain's vast industrial 
plant was’ imminent. Thousands already had 
been thrown out of work, and up to 1,000,000 fac- 
tory workers faced a layoff by this weekend. A 
vast fleet of trucks, busses and automobiles was 
marshalled to move goods and workers for es- 
sential services, supplementing the few trains 
that continued to run. London was jammed with 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic, and the usually 
crowded railway depots were virtually deserted.

Chief demand of the 
striking seamen, whose union condemned their 
walkout, is for a reduction in their 10-hour work- 
ing day. The dock shutdown is a jurisdictional 
affair between the small union of striking steve- 
dores and a big union of dock workers which 
has bargaining recognition in most ports.

LONG WITH BECOMING the focal point of 
such postwar Italian activities as fashion, 
automobile, furniture desi g and movie- 

making, Rome has acquired a flourishing artists’ 
colony that rivals the famous Latin Quarter of 
Paris. Hundreds of American and other non- 
Italian artists have set up their easels in the 
Eternal City. The foreign painters there are ac- 
tually more numerous than in Paris, although 
the Paris colony is larger because of the many 
French painters. 

Principal crossroad of Rome's new artists’ 

world is Via Margutta, a narrow, cobblestone 


pictures clustered here are by an Italian 
painter, Pacla Caracciolo. Exhibits also 
spill over into shadowy alleys that inter- 
sect the street and nearby sunny courts.

At this time of year Via Margutta is turned into 
a street gallery.

My children and I have been close friends ever 
since their childhood a quarter of a century ago. 
Our intimate relationship stems, I believe, from 
a family custom that originated then and is still 
being maintained—a walk in the evening after 
dinner.

And 
I would never pass St. Catherine’s Church with- 
out taking the children in for five or 10 minutes 
of prayer. 

During our walks, the youngsters usually got 
around to posing their problems—of childhood, 
adolescence and growing-up. While the boys 
were in high school, their talk often turned to 
football, and I'd try to demonstrate how they 
could gain momentum while carrying the ball. 
When Ruth was 16, she confided to me that she 
was “in love” with a man much older than her- 
self. I suggested it might be wise for her to wait 


until she was 21 before making up her mind;

and after pondering the matter for a few days 
she agreed. (She now tives on Long island with 
a husband nearer her own age and their four 
children. ) : 

Once, when Leslie was 24, he told me he had 
decided to postpone marrying his girl Peggy 
until he had saved $10,000.

BABY-SHOE RACKET 


Once again a nasty little racket is enter- 
ing its busy season. Tomorrow morning 
a pleasant stranger may ring your door- 
bell, smile warmly and ask whether 
you'd be interested in having Junior's 
baby shoes made into “a lasting keep- 
sake in bronze” for only a small down 
deposit. 

If he does, reach for the phone and 
have your Better Business Bureau check 
up on him—fast. He may be practicing 
one of the cruelest “con” games ever 
devised: the baby-shoe racket. 

To date, uncounted housewives have 
been swindled in this dirty dodge. 
Smooth-talking crooks, posing as sales 
agents of real or imaginary shoe-bronz- 
ing services, base their appeal on nor- 
mal maternal sentiment. When the 
mother “bites,” they simply make off 
with the down deposit—and often the 
baby shoes as well. 

One of the most notorious baby-shoe 
swindlers, H. E. White, Jr., caught in 
Baltimore, was given a 23-month jail 
sentence. Now he ts at large again—and 

several like him are suspected of op- 
erating in other parts of the country. 
It's an old racket,” says Van Miller 
of the National Better Business Bureau 
in New York, “and it seems to flourish 
mostly in the spring and summer. 
Swindlers have the whole country to 
work in and can skip from town to 
town when they arouse suspicion.” 

Unfortunately, it sometimes is dif- 
ficult to distinguish between the crooks 
and the bona-fide representatives of 
honest bronzing services. The great 
majority of the latter—especially those 
of local jewelers and department stores 

are 100 per cent reliable. 

The “con” men often brazenly claim 


to represent legitimate out-of-town 
firms and even display literature, order 
blanks and promotional material. 
Some, after pocketing the down pay- 
ment, actually send the shoes to a real 
company. One such Kansas City con- 
cern found itself stuck with hundreds 
of pairs of shoes within a few months. 

More often, the swindlers drop the 
shoes. into a trash basket or down a 
sewer. Not long ago, more than 20 pairs 
of baby shoes were found discarded 
along a highway near a Midwest town. 

Another wrinkle is to rent a post- 
office box (usually in some other town) 
under a fictitious firm name, collect the 
down payment and instruct the house- 
wife to mail in the shoes. Sometimes the 
company is real, but the shoes are re- 
turned cheaply sprayed instead of 
plated. 


White Was Typical 


Baltimore police caught up with 
White only after he had victimized 
housewives in several other states. He 
originally had represented a real Mis- 
souri company; fired in 1949, he kept 
right on collecting. PARADE has seen let- 
ters from some of his victims. A typical 
one; from a California housewife who 
had shelled out $12. 36, begged for help 
is getting her baby’s shoes back. A 
Maryland mother lost two pairs ol 
shoes. 

What can you do to avoid being 
swindled by these vicious, petty thieves” 
The best answer is: deal with a known 
concern you can rely on. If the address 
of ababy-shoebronzingagent’s company 
is out of town, check with the Better 
Business Bureau. It may save you 
money or shoes—or both. ®

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Shortly after the announcement that the vaccine de- 
veloped by Dr. Jonas E. Salk was safe and effective in 
preventing paralytic polio, I was asked: “How long will 
it take to wipe out polio?” 

Predicting is risky, especially in the field of medicine, 
so I reached for a recent weekly report from the United 
States Public Health Service. It listed 23 cases of diph- 
theria, 35 cases of typhoid fever and 1,315 cases of 
whooping cough. Vaccines were developed for all of 
these years ago—but none of them has been wiped out yet. 

Development of an effective vaccine is only a step 
toward control of a disease. It is an important step, cer- 
tainly, and the polio vaccine is rightly regarded as a 
milestone in medical history. But between the creation 
of the vaccine and complete victory over polio there is 
bound to be a great deal of hard work. 

Almost daily since April the vaccine has made front- 
page news. An avalanche of information concerning polio 
has been directed at the general public. Inevitably, a cer- 
tain amount of confusion has resulted. Let's stop for a 
moment and try to dig out from under the avalanche. 

Consider first the vaccine itself. Two years ago it was 


a laboratory product. No one knew whether it could ever 
be produced in sufficient quantities to inoculate large 
groups of people. 

We now know that mass production is feasible. In fact, 
to keep production lines tooled up the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis allocated $9,000,000 in 
March of Dimes funds for the purchase of vaccine even 
before it was proved effective. The result of this calcu- 
lated financial risk was that only four days after the 
vaccine was reported effective, mass injections started. 
From mid-April to mid-May alone, about 5% million 
youngsters were inoculated. Yet, despite these and the 
additional inoculations this year, we will not have “wiped 
out” polio. There are already and there will continue to 
be cases this year. 

Part of the reason lies in the fact that there are still 
production problems, just as there are with any new bio- 
logical preparation. To produce sufficient vaccine first 
for the nation’s 60 million children, and later for its 100 
million adults, will take time—not to mention the tremen- 
dous job of performing the actual inoculations. No one 
can say when sufficient vaccine will be available, but

we do anticipate that before the 1956 polio season very 
large supplies will be on hand. 

Then there are the millions of youngsters in other parts 
of the world, whose mothers and fathers want them to 
be protected as well as American children. Here is a 
large area of need in which the United States is fortu- 
nately portrayed as a nation whose citizens have brought 
a great boon to all mankind. 

It will be remembered that the evaluation report on 
the vaccine described it as being 60 to 90 per cent effec- 
tive against paralytic polio. (By 60-90 per cent effective, 
we mean that there will be 60-90 per cent fewer polio 
cases among inoculated groups than among comparable 
uninoculated groups.) We know that the vaccine being 
made this year is more potent than this, but work is 
continuing toward improving it even more. 

One area in which Dr. Salk himself is doing research 
is in the matter of vaccination schedules. We expect to 
learn much more about just how far apart shots should 
be spaced.

months later by a third, so-called booster inoculation. 

The question may be asked: why didn’t we know. all 
about this sooner? The answer is that the vaccine is a 
new product. We have not yet had time to measure its 
preventive effect with all possible dosage arrangements. 
Such measurements among injected children take months, 
even years. 

Another unknown regarding the vaccine is how long 
its. effect persists. We must see what occurs as vaccinated 
children grow older and are exposed to polio. 

I have been asked to comment %n the controversy 
regarding live-virus vaccines as compared to the inac- 
tivated vaccine developed by Dr. Salk. 

Briefly stated, the idea behind the live-virus vaccine 
is that long-lasting immunity to a given type of polio 
results when an individual recovers from an actual at- 
tack of the disease. Many responsible scientists believe 
that each of the three types of polio virus may someday 
be trained or bred—not to cause illness, but to make the 
body develop long-lasting immunity. (Smallpox vaccine 
was developed along these lines.) Equally responsible 
scientists maintain that the Salk-vaccine approach is the 
most practical. 

This controversy is a good and healthy thing. Science 
would hardly move forward without differing concepts. 
The National Foundation supports, and will continue to 
support, research into the merits of both live and inacti- 
vated virus preparations, in order that the ultimate polio 
vaccine will be the best possible. 

It is a fact, however, that live-virus vaccines for polio 
are in the experimental stage. Brilliant work has been 
done on them, by Dr. Albert B. Sabin at the University of 
Cincinnati and others, but as yet no live virus vaccine 
suitable for mass human trial exists. 

No vaccine yet developed for any disease is 100 per 
cent effective. In addition, there are always individuals 
who do not avail themselves of available vaccines. Thus, 
means are still needed for the treatment of polio and for 
prompt prevention in epidemic situations. 

Research therefore is moving forward on the examin- 
ation of chemical compounds that may be useful in polio. 
We should like to find a drug that might give even short- 
term protection against paralytic polio if administered 
during an epidemic. There is also some hope that scien- 
tists may find a drug that will be effective in treating the 
disease. 


The Final Proof 


In addition to the research that must go on, help must 
be given to the tens of thousands of people who ‘are 
already suffering the effects of paralytic polio, or who 
will contract the disease in the future. Of primary im- 
portance in the treatment of those with breathing diffi- 
culties are 13 regional respirator centers established across 
the country by the Foundation. In these centers polio 
patients are taught to overcome their dependence on iron 
lungs. A very high percentage of those treated in the 
centers are returned to their homes, able to resume more 
nearly normal lives. 

As the summer season wears on the amount of para- 
lytic polio traditionally increases. But as more children 
are vaccinated, a time should come when the curve will 
move downward, contrary to all previous experience. 
Then we will know we are winning our battle. |

“Five years ago my husband went 
downtown to cash his railroad pay 
check. He hasn't come back yet. Please find 
him. Sincerely, Mrs. W.” 

The lady was taking advantage of that un- 
written amendment to the Bill of Rights: if 
you want something, ask your Congressman. 
For a 3¢ postage stamp, any citizen can buy 
the services of a $22,500-a-year combina- 
tion legislator, messenger, expediter, trouble 
shooter, travel guide and information bureau. 

In Mrs. W's case, as in countless others, 
the postage-stamp investment paid off. Her 
Congressman checked with the Railroad Re- 
tirement Board (no word of the missing 
spouse ), queried the police (again no trace), 
then consulted Social Security records. Sure 
enough, these showed Mr. W had applied 
for benefits from a distant city. The errant 
husband's hooky-playing was over. 

This sort of chore is routine to the 435 
Representatives and 96 Senators who rep- 
resent the home folks in Congress. Their 
constituents’ requests range from a list of 
“everything that hasn't been invented yet” 
to information on “how to build a pigpen.” 


100 Letters a Day 


Your Congressman, if he's typical, aver- 
ages about 100 letters every working day 
while Congress is in session. (When it's out, 
he gets them at home.) He welcomes them. 
He may rebel at playing errand. boy (he pre- 
fers to play statesman), but your mail gives 
him an insight into the voters’ thinking, points 
up problems minor legislation might remedy. 
Even the errands are worth their weight in 
votes. 

If you have a favor to ask, you'll likely 
get better service from your Representative 
because his constituency is smaller (average 
district: 370,000 population). Your Senator 
has the whole state to represent. 

Don't expect your Congressman to do the 
impossible. (One estimates he accomplishes 
about half of one per cent of what people ex- 
pect.) He can’t get you a Government con- 


tract, or juggle the Army around to suit you,. 


or send you all the Supreme Court decisions 
back to 1860. But there are hundreds of serv- 
ices he can provide. Here are a few: 

@ He can expedite your claims or applica- 
tions before the Federal Government. He 
may not affect the final disposition, but he 
can cut red tape. 

@ He can send you free Government pam-

phlets on a variety of subjects. (Most pop- 
ular: Infant Care, published by the Children’s 
Bureau. ) 

@ He can ask the National Archives to help 
you trace your family tree. 

@ He can act as your counsel before Federal 
boards (in a veteran’s appeal case, for in- 
stance ). 

@ He can introduce private legislation for 
you in hardship cases. 

@ He may find you a patronage job as a 
guard, elevator operator or handyman on 
Capitol Hill. 

@ He might make your boy a Congressional 
page or appoint him to West Point or 
Annapolis, if he qualifies. 

@ If you have business in Washington, he 
can introduce you to the right official. 

@ If you come to sightsee, he can supply 
you with passes to watch Congress in action, 
inspect the White House or take a conducted 
tour of the National Art Gallery. (He also 
can arrange hotel reservations. ) 

@ He can hand out a few tickets to the 
Army-Navy football game. (But he has to 
pay for them.) 

@ He can answer almost any question by 
asking the right Government agency. 

@ If you have a relative in a distant Federal 
jail, he may get him transferred to a prison 
nearer your home. Or he can sometimes put 
in a good word with the Federal parole board. 


Overcoats and Horses’ Tails 


He can even find a lost overcoat in the 
labyrinth of the U.S. Navy. Take Rep. 
Charles Bennett (D., Fla.), who heard that 
a hitchhiking constituent had left his over- 
coat in a sailor's car headed for Pensacola. 

“Mr. Congressman,” the coatless constitu- 
ent wrote, “the Navy has given me the brush- 
off. They say they can’t find my coat. I don't 
think they even tried. Can you possibly help 
me?” Congressman Bennett had only to ex- 
press “interest” to the Navy; within five days 
the coat was on its way to its owner. 

A Congressman is also sort of a Congres- 
sional quiz kid, ready to answer the wildest 
questions. If your query has a serious answer, 
he'll try to find it. But there’s one that still 
stumps Rep. John Vorys (R., Ohio): “How 
can you tell a horse’s age by the bones in 
his tail?” 


Probably Vorys’ most sweeping request 
came from a college coed who wrote blandly : 
“I'm studying government. Please send me a 
copy of everything that goes out of your 
office.” 


do for YOU 


_errands — within reason. Here's how it works out 


A Congressman’s average day’s mail runs 
something like this: 

@ 50 personal problems from constituents. 
(“Please ask the ‘Army to transfer my son 
closer to home.” “I made a mistake in my 
income taxes. What should I do?” “Help me 
collect my social security benefits.” ) 

@ 25 letters on legislation. (“Do you favor 
universal military training?” “I think you 
should vote for a tax cut.” “Here are six 
reasons you should oppose H.R. 189.”’) 

@ 15 requests for pamphlets, bulletins and 
maps. (“I am coming to Washington. Please 
send me travel information.” “Please furnish 
me all available Government pamphlets on 
how to find uranium.” ) 

@ 10 miscellaneous missives, such as form 
letters, anonymous gripes, etc. (Form letters 
receive form replies; anonymous letters usu- 
ally go into the wastebasket. ) 

To handle the mail load, each Congressman 
has .anm authorized office payroll of around 
$22,500 a year. This is enough to hire about 
five assistants and secretaries, who spend 90 
per cent of their time running errands and 
answering letters for constituents. 


The Congressman, himself, must spend 
more of his time at the job he was elected 
to do—legislating. He must attend endless 
hearings, read stacks of legislative material, 
follow the floor debates. “A Congressman has 
another constituency—his colleagues in Con- 
gress,” House Speaker Sam Rayburn (D., 
Tex.) explained to PARADE, “If he cooperates 
with them, he’s in a better position to serve 
his constituency back home.” 

What happens to your letter to your Con- 
gressman? It will be handled by an assistant 
who specializes in your problem. He will 
phone or write the appropriate Government 


agency, requesting action. Since Congres- 
sional inquiries get top priority, the’ agency 
will rush back an answer. 

Nine chances out of 10, the answer will 
be the same as you could have obtained on 
your own from the agency. Except in hard- 
ship cases, your Congressman can’t change 
the answers. But he can get quicker answers. 

Some miracles even Congressmen can’t 
produce. Shortly before Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper (R., Ky.) left Congress to become 
Ambassador to India, he received this letter 
from a political lieutenant: “As you know, 
1 brought in my precinct for you. I have 
always supported you, win or lose. I think 
I deserve something in return. I have now 
decided I would like to be the American 
Ambassador to London. Please take care of 
this.” 

The startled solon struggled for a tactful 
answer. He finally found it: “I know you were 
helpful during the last election. Many thanks. 
About that job as Ambassador to London, 
my feeling is that it’s not quite the right spot 
for you. I have been concerned about your 
wife’s lumbago. The climate in London would 
make her life miserable.” 

The reply came quickly: “Thanks for tell- 
ing me about the climate in London. Let's 
forget about that job over there. If you'll just 
help me get the postmaster’s job here, every- 
thing will be OK.” 

Most Congressmen want to perform such 
chores for their constituents. The problem is 
how to divide their time between legislation 
and errand-running. Rep. F. Edward Hébert 
(D., La.) told PARADE his ideas, developed 
over 15 years, in these words: 

“I was elected to legislate, but I'm lucky 
to spend 10 per cent of my time at it. I spend 
the other 90 per cent giving services to my 
constituents. The Congressman is a doorman 
to the big Government bureaucracies in 
Washington. He opens the door to let in the 
constituent who has a perfect right to get 
in by himself but is often kept out by the 
bureaucrats. The big tycoon pays up to 
$100,000 a year to have someone here look- 
ing after his interests. The little guy pays only 
his taxes. Yet the high-salaried lobbyist can’t 
accomplish for the tycoon what one lowly 
Congressman can do for his petitioners.” 

To illustrate, Hébert described what went 
on in his office before the PARADE interview: 
“You heard that phone call when you first 
came in. It was from a lawyer, whose client 
wants out of jail. Won't I put a fire under 
the pardon board to speed up his parole? You

saw those men who just walked out of here. 
They wanted action on a $100 million project 
for building a channel between New Orleans 
and the Gulf of Mexico. And before them, 
some Louisiana-bound friends asked me to 
arrange the red carpet treatment for them 
in New Orleans.” 

Congressmen approach the problem of 
serving their constituents in different ways, 
but most subscribe to this advice from vet- 
eran Speaker Rayburn: “A man elected to 
Congress should stay as close to his people 
as he can, respond to every request that is 
proper and reasonable, and, when Congress 
adjourns, go home and keep up his personal 
contact with them.” 

Congressmen whose districts are close to 
Washington, such as Rep. John Rooney (D., 
N.Y.), can spend more time at home. Rooney 
returns to his Brooklyn electorate every week 
end and makes himself conspicuous among 
the voters. As a regular ritual after Sunday 
Mass, he opens his office to all comers. 

Rooney listens sympathetically while a 
clerk makes notes, then takes all the prob- 
lems back to Washington for solution. Typical 
was the case of Mrs. Giustina Schiano 
Lomoriello, who was born in New York but 
raised in Italy. She lost her American birth- 
right by voting in Italy and wanted to get it 
back again. When Rooney introduced a pri- 
vate bill restoring her American citizenship, 
what seemed like every Italian in Brooklyn 
jammed into the House gallery to hear him. 


Threats Aren’t Advisable 


If it turns out your Congressman can’! 
help you with a problem, it does no good 
to threaten him with defeat or to take out 
your wrath on him. Don't be like the huffy 
housewife who wrote: “I want my husband 
to get a hardship discharge from the Army. 
I know you have the influence to help get 
him out of the service. Now do it!” 

Contrary to some impressions, few Con- 
gressmen can be threatened, bribed or cajoled 
into violating their trust. You might get into 
trouble if you try. “In my eight years in 
Congress,” reports Rep. John Bilatnik (D., 
Minn.), “only two people have asked me to 
do anything unethical. I gave them both a 
fast ‘no.’ ” 

The blizzard of mail that hits Congress is 
liable to turn up anything. Rep. Vorys even 
received a message from the long-departed 
George Washington, if you can take the word 
of the medium who delivered it.

He'll send out recipes and baby literature, 


even help Cupid for a lovelorn constituent 


The how-to requests run high—how to grow 
mushrooms, or build a rabbit hutch, or travel 
abroad. These usually can be answered by 
mailing out a Government pamphlet on the 
subject. Each Congressman is alloted a quota 
of free Government literature (and muy 
swap with others if his supply runs out). 

Biggest demand is for baby literature, 
which Congressmen send out avidly: it serves 
as mail-order baby-kissing. And good recipes 
go far toward winning housewives votes. 
Congressman Vorys even has whipped up his 
own recipe for marinated onions. (Slice the 
onions, soak them in milk with a little sugar. 
Let stand for an hour, then drain. Add salt, 
oil and vinegar. ) 

Rep. Joe Martin (R., Mass.), House GOP 
leader, has watched the demands of constitu- 
ents grow through 32 years of service. “When 
I first came here,” he told parave, “I averaged 
15 letters a day from home. Now I get 200 
most days. My first advice to a young Con- 
gressman is to do the chores for the home- 
folks. He must be a kind of adviser, lawyer 
and father confessor.” 

Martin should know. He plays the role not 
only for his own Massachusetts constituency 
but also for Republicans in Rhode Island who 
have no GOP representative in Congress. 
“My Rhode Island constituents are loyal,” 
Martin remarked proudly. “They don't do 
business with anyone but me.” Recently, on 
their behalf, he succeeded in bringing some 
shipwrecked men home from Australia. 

Like many another Congressman, Martin 
—himself a bachelor—sometimes helps Cupid 
out of legal entanglements. He recalls one 
incident that backfired: “One day a farmer 
came to me, said he wanted to marry a girl 
in Czechoslovakia and asked me to help bring 
her over. He had never seen her, except for 
her pictures. | asked him why he wanted to 
marry a girl so far away. ‘She's a farm girl 
and a good worker,” he said. 

“So I got everything fixed. I had a bill 
passed to include her in the immigration 
quota. But when it came time for her to pick 
up her visa, she changed her mind. She found 


another farmer in her own country she liked 
better.” 


Your Congressman and His Vote 


Every Congressman is swamped with so- 
called “pressure” mail—letters asking him to 
support Or Oppose certain legislation. Some 
are sincere expressions of individuals, some 
are dictated by groups. (The latter usually 
arrive by the bushel-basket, all with identical 
wording. ) 

Representative Bass believes a Congress- 
man should seek out his constituents’ opin- 
ions but should make up his own mind on 
how to vote. “He should avoid pledging his 
vote in advance. The turn of events may com- 


pletely changes matters,” is Bass’s attitude. 

Congressman Hébert, on the other hand, 
believes this: “I have voted against my con- 
victions because my constituents wanted it. 
But you should look out for the people who 
want you to vote against all taxes and for all 
appropriations. They're tuned to the idea of a 
‘gimme’ government.” 


WANT TO WRITE YOUR CONGRESSMAN? 
HERE'S HOW: 


1 Address the letter plainly. if you don't know 
his name, ask your postmaster. Address: The 
Honorable , House Office Building, 
Washington, 25, D.C. (in the case of a Senator, 
it should go to the Senate Office Building.) 


2 Write your return address on your letter 
as well as the envelope. After the envelopes are 
opened, they're usually thrown away. 


3 Begin your letter, "Dear Mr. 7 
to a Representative; or, “Dear Senator . 
to a Senator. 


4 Set down all the necessary information— 
names, birth dates, Army serial numbers, claim 
numbers, etc. include everything that will help him 
get to the heart of your problem promptly. 


5 Expect an answer within a week—though 
visible results may toke longer, depending on 
the request. 


Joe Martin doesn’t believe in tipping his 
hand ahead of a vote. “Nine times out of 10,” 
he says, “a measure you originally favored 
will come up on the floor in a form you don't 
like. The less you commit yourself on a sub- 
ject the more successful you can be.” 

That's why your letters, telling your Con- 
gressman how you think he should vote, in- 
variably brings a response something like 
this: “Thank you for your interest in House 
Bill 000. Your thoughtful opinions will be 
taken into consideration at the time of the 
vote.” Don't expect anything more. 

Asking your Congressman for a favor 
doesn’t put you in his debt forever. You aren't 
even obliged to vote for him in the next 
election, though Congressmen naturally hope 
you will. Martin ruefully recalls this in- 
cident: 

“A man in my district was sentenced to jail 
for a year on a misdemeanor. He appealed 
to me to help get him out, and I arranged a 
pardon after he had served only six months. 
Soon after, 1 was campaigning for re-election 
and to my surprise found the man was cam- 
paigning against me. Out of curiosity, ! 
asked him, ‘Say, you were in jail, and I got 
you out. Now I see you campaigning for my 
opposition. How come? 

“ “Well,” he said, ‘you never asked me to 
help you. The other feller did.’ ” s

next year—and probably the year after. 

Originally, the attraction was fishing. 
Hayward is muskellunge country; the 
world’s record muskie (69 pounds, 1!

One day they piled into their car and 
drove to Copper Falls State Park, 65 miles 
north of Hayward, where the Bad River, 
after flowing through copper-mining coun- 
try, drops in a series of orange cascades. A 
shorter trip took them to a state-licensed 
deer farm, where Johnnie and Jimmie fed 
and got acquainted with the animals. 

Some 13 miles from Moccasin Lodge, the 
Prindies visited the Court Oreilles Chippewa 
Indian Reservation.

The area is 280 miles 
from Madison, 420 from Chicago, 140 from 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, and is served by U.S. 
Highway 63 and Wisconsin 27. Often, groups 
of fishermen will fly to Minneapoks and hire 
a taxi to Hayward.

HOW SHE CONQUERED HER ‘PAST’

The first time Dick Powell saw his present wife, 
June Allyson, she was singing and dancing in 
the 1942 Broadway musical, Best Foot Forward. 
“She had a barrel-house voice,” he recalls, “and 
her veins stood out like a garden hose. When | 
went backstage, it was to see Rosemary Lane.”

has she been able to tell the truth—that she is 
the heroine of a real-life rags-to-riches tale. 

Her first step up c2me in Best Foot Forward, 
one of five Broadway shows in which she ap- 
peared. MGM scouts were impressed—even if 
husband-to-be Powell was not—by the pert little 
actress and signed her to a $200-a-week contract.

“She compensated for her insecurity with 
cuteness and hard work,” says one director.

with an amazing career story in his own right. 
He broke into the movies in the ’30s as a boyish- 
faced crooner and made a foftune in musicals; 
starting to fade as a singer in the ‘40s, he 
switched to straight acting and became a sen- 
sation as a tough private eye. For the "50s Powell 
is still playing hard-bitten roles in TV and the 
movies; he also is producing and directing. 

On meeting June, veteran Powell was struck 
by her youthful inexperience. Separated from his 
second wife, actress Joan Blondell, he found 
June, he says, “a great contrast.” They began 
dating. “Half the time,” says June, “I couldn't 
believe that such a famous star would want to 
waste himself on me. I thought maybe he had 
ulterior motives.” 

Powell's main motive was “to avoid entangling 
alliances,” for he was determined to stay single. 
But June-—her first four pictures so successful 
that she was now a bigger star than Powell— 
was head-over-pumps in love. 

“Richard,” she demanded one night, “I want 
to know your intentions.”

was born. When he arrived—on Christmas 
Eve of 1950—we named him Richard 
Keith. When I brought him home from 
the hospital, his sister Pam was all pity. 
‘He’s not even adoptinated!’ she said.” 

Motherhood has helped ease June’s in- 
feriority complex, but not nearly so much 
as the moral support of Dick and the in- 
creasing success of her career. 

This career has been phenomenal. In 12 
years her pay has skyrocketed from $200 
a week to where she’s been offered 
$300,000 for one film. Since the income 
tax on such pay is a blockbuster, June is 
asking for a percentage of the profits of 
her movies. For doing The McConnell 
Siory at Warner Brothers, for example, 


she will take home 72 per cent of the net 
profits (which in a corporate setup is 
taxable at 25 per cent as capital gain).

role for 12 years—that of the self-sacrific- 
ing, uncomplaining wife whose love sees 
her husband through his problems to a 
happy ending.

“Every- 
thing I have today that really counts,” she 
told me, “I owe to Richard. He’s the one 
who taught me about truth and love. Now- 
adays when anyone asks about my past, 
present or future, I speak right up.

GREAT BURRO RACE 


California ‘prospectors’ push, pull and carry their steeds to victory 


APPLE VALLEY, CALIF. 
To celebrate Old Miner’s Day, the Chambers 
of Commerce here and at Big Bear, 42 miles 
away, stage what may be the world’s slowest 
race—a burro derby from one town to the 
other. 

Competing for prizes of up to $500, ranchers 
and cowhands (usually sponsored by local 
stores) grow beards, dress up like prospectors 
of the "80s, plunk down $40 apiece for a burro 
and food for the trip. Loaded with blankets, 
water cans, cooking utensils and prospecting 


tools, the burros are lined up on Highway 18 
where it passes through Apple Valley. At 8 a.m., 
the “prospectors” start pushing, pulling and 
cajoling their animals 42 miles across the Mo- 
jave Desert, up over a 6,000-foot pass and down 
to the finish line in Big Bear. It takes days. 

In the last race, only 50 out of 67 starters 
reached the first night’s camp (17 miles). Next 
day 40 survivors covered 16 more miles. Just 
34 die-hards straggled into Big Bear on the third 
day. Herewith, photos of the occasion.

STOW, OHIO. 
In the kitchen of a tiny, three-room cot- 
tage here, a mother bathes her infant son, 
bending low over his body. Gently she 
soaps and towels him, deftly she pins on a 
diaper. Occasionally she kisses him quietly 
for perhaps he is crying. Then she picks 
up her child and shuffles back to his bas- 
sinet. As she passes her husband, his sen- 
sitive fingers grope for the baby’s hand and 
pull it to his lips. 

All this in silence—and in darkness. For 
both Georgia and Harold Hathaway are 
both blind and deaf, except for a faint 
glimmer of vision Georgia has in one eye. 
But they are doggedly determined to prove 
that red-haired Clarence Stephen Hath- 
away, 4 months old this week and normal 
im every way, Can receive an equally nor- 
mal upbringing. 


Possibly you read their story in your 
newspaper: how a county welfare worker 
called on them shortly after the baby’s 
birth and told them he would be taken 
from them “for the child’s own good.” 
And how terrorized they were: “He’s the 
only thing in my life that I ever had of my 
own,” said Mrs. Hathaway. And how, 
after hundreds of letters had poured into 
this little town near Akron, a sympathetic 
juvenile-court judge decided they deserved 
at least a chance. 

All that is past, but the Hathaways re- 
main a little baffled by all the fuss. From 
the first days of their “mail order” romance 
(they were married a year ago last winter 
in Topeka, Kans., after corresponding 
through Good Cheer, a magazine for the 
blind and deaf), they had planned a fam- 
ily. “I was so happy when I found I was

pregnant,” Mrs. Hathaway says. “Children 
make a home so nice.” 

It never entered their heads that some- 
one might think them incapable of caring 
for a child. “We're not handicapped,” 
snorts Hathaway. “We're not in wheel 
chairs.” “Why, I can do everything for the 
baby,” adds his wife. “Bathe him and 
change tts didies and make the formula. 
And I do it all real good.” 


Standing On Their Own Feet 


Individualists that they are, the Hath- 
aways are proudest of what they can do 


_ for themselves. They do all the housework; 


Mrs. Hathaway cooks. irons, washes, even 
sews a little. She bakes her own bread. 
The couple even goes shopping; with 5 
per cent vision im one eye, Mrs. Hathaway 
can make out the groceries she wants. 


Even when Mrs. Hathaway was hos- 
pitalized by an abscess recently, the cou- 
ple didn’t despair. A neighbor, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Pipes, cared for the child while Mrs. 
Hathaway was ill. And as soon as possible 
after her minor operation, the mother 
shouldered the whole routine again. 

In the dark, silent house, touch serves 
the Hathaways as eyes and ears. Each 


“talks” by laboriously tracing out letters - 


on the other’s palm. Similarly, Mrs. Hath- 
away’s fingers keep her posted on her baby. 
At night she sleeps with one hand resting 
lightly on the bassinet. Although she can- 
not hear cries, she can feel vibrations; the 
slightest stir awakens her. Either parent, 
passing the bassinet, is certain to grope 
for the edge, “listening” for a sound that 
might mean trouble.

Of course, there are some things Mrs. 
Hathaway can't do. For instance, nurse 
Antoinette Daguanno, of the Visiting 
Nurse Association, must handle such deli- 
cate operations as cleaning the child's nose. 
“But outside of that, all I do is watch her,” 
the nurse says. “I guess the Good Lord 
compensates for her handicaps.” 

Nurse Daguanno drops in each day to 
help Mrs. Hathaway and to give her in- 
struction. Despite her handicaps, the 37- 
year-old mother has been an apt pupil. 
When Clarence was brought home from 
the hospital, the nurse printed, in large 
block letters with a black crayon, sheet 
after sheet of directions on how to make 
the formula and bathe the baby. Although 
barely able to make out the letters, Mrs. 


Hathaway had the directions memorized 
wheu the nurse came by the next morning. 

Mrs. Hathaway has other assistance. 
Mrs. Pipes has been “helping around, 
doing some of the cooking and so on.”

Hathaway also has a police whistle to call

All the furor caused by the welfare 
agency's action helped the Hathaways 
quite a bit financially. They owned their 
house and furniture, and had paid the 
hospital bill, $169, in cash. But their in- 
come is only about $100 a month in blind 
pensions, plus a few dollars Hathaway

AS SWIFTY Says: 
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Now, thanks to donations from all over 
the U.S. and even a few from Europe, a 
trust fund of close to $1,000 has been built 
up.

And 
the Rev. James R. Shoe, pastor of Stow 
Calvary Temple and a trustee of Clar- 
ence’s trust fund, has been trying to raise 
the money to outfit the house with a septic 
tank. If this campaign proves unsuccessful, 
the money still may be supplied by the 
trust fund. 

“Everyone has just opened their hearts 
to us,” says Mrs. Hathaway. Many neigh- 
bors stop in every day to make sure that 
everything ts all right. Quite often, the 
littke house is full of netghbor children. 
“When the baby learns to talk,” his mother 
says, “he'll have people to talk to.” 

The question of what will happen when 
Clarence begins talking worries the Hath- 
aways quite a bit. “He'll get mad if he asks 
4 question six times and gets no answer,” 
exclaims Mrs. Hathaway, shaking her 
head. Her husband thinks Clarence will 
pick up “palm writing” quickly, once he 
learns to talk. The Hathaways also are 
hoping the American Foundation for the 
Blind will figure out some system for 
teaching the child to communicate with 
his parents. 


Their ‘Eyes and Ears’’ 


When Clarence does learn to talk, Mrs. 
Hathaway wants to teach him to pray. 
She hopes he'll grow up to be a minister 
—anyway, “to lead a good, useful life and 
to help humanity—maybe do something 
for other blind people. He'll be a help to 
us, too,” she says. “He'll be our eyes and 
cars.” 

By holding Clarence close to her own 
eyes, Mrs. Hathaway knows what the baby 
looks like. Her husband, of course, has 
never seen his son. In line with his policy 
of refusing to be a crybaby, however, he 
won't admit that he wants to. “I describe 
the baby to him and it’s as if Harold could 
see his face perfectly,” says his wife. 

“Our problems aren't bad,” she con- 
linues. “It's not as if we were dying from 
cancer or something. I’m more happy than 
if | could see or hear. I feel like 'm rich 
in life with everything I have. 

“I'm sure we can manage,” she adds, 
peering intently at a nursing bottle to read 
the scale. “We'll do our best by him, to give 
him love, comfort and happiness. He 
means just everything in the world to us. 
And I hope maybe our case can show other 
people like us that there's really something 
io live for, that they can have families, too, 
and don't have to live in emptiness.” @&

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ENTHUSIASM of Mexicans for ‘‘beisbol’’ runs so high that they stage colorful 
ceremonies—like this one at an amateur tournament—before nearly every game. 


They play for keeps in Mexico—particularly 


MEXICALI, B. C., MEXICO. 
By 2 p.m.—six hours before game-time— 
the main stands at the baseball park here 
were already filled. By 6, when the teams 
came on the field for batting practice, 
more than 7,500 fans were fighting for the 
3,500 available seats. They spilled onto 
the field, blanketed every inch of grass 
along the foul lines. They clambered on 
the 20-foot-high outfield walls, clung to 
ladders propped against the light towers, 
crashed their way into the visiting team’s 
dugout and elbowed the players out on the 
field. 

The attraction? A Class C minor-league 
game between the Mexicali Eagles and the 
Tucson Cowboys of the Arizona-Mexico 
League. Only down here nothing about 


beisbol (Spanish spelling for baseball) is 
Class C. Mexicans cherish it with a fervor 
that can make a Brooklyn Dodger rooter 
look as staid and reserved as a cricket fan. 

And it’s not because beisbol is a new 
toy for them. Played in Mexico as early 
as 1885, it is now the No. | sport in every 
Latin American country from Venezuela 
north. The fans screech both summer and 
winter, with imported U.S. stars playing 
in the winter leagues. (But they must get 
permission from their big-league bosses to 
do so. When they're turned down, some 
resort to an alias; Syd Cohen, Washington 
pitcher in the °30s, played in Mexican 
winter baseball under the name of Pablo 
Garcia.)

Is ‘Beisbol’ 


in towns along the Arizona border 


border is the Class AA Mexican League, 
which raided U.S. teams in 1946 for play- 
ers like Mickey Owen and Sal Maglic. 
Today, however, the traffic is reversed, 
with Latin America sending north such 
stars as Mexico’s Bobby Avila, Cuba's 
Orestes Minoso and Venezuela’s Chico 
Carrasquel. 

Pay in the Latin circuits compares with 
U.S. minor leagues, with Mexican League 
players averaging $500 to $600 a month 
(though winter-league stars from the U.S. 

luke Easter was one—pull down as 
much as $1,200 monthly). 

Often the fans work harder than the 
players. In this particular Mexicali-Tucson 
game, for example, the Mexicans were 
aided by “pitchers” in the grandstand. 
Their target: Bob Evert, nght-fielder for 
Tucson. He came back to the bench after 
the first inning, sputtering: “What kind of 
a game is this? They're throwing rocks at 
me from the stands.” 

Replied teammate Eddie Roberts, a vet- 
eran of border beisbol, grinning: “Just be 
glad they're throwing only rocks.” 

Just then a police motorcycle roared 
down each foul line and brushed back the 
encroaching spectators by rolling gently 
over their toes. 

Early in the game Ernie Choukalos, 
catcher for Tucson, slammed a drive into 
the crowd along the right-field line and 
romped leisurely to second for what he

thought was a ground-rule double, scoring 
a man from second. But the umpire called 
the hit a ground-rule single and waved 
both runners back. 

Tucson manager Don Jameson charged 
the plate umpire in a fury, then suddenly 
spun away. “How could I squawk?” he 
asked later. “That umpire would have been 
out of his mind to call it a double. The 
way that crowd looked, they'd never 


have let him out of the ball park alive!” 

The game settled down into a tight 
pitching duel and the restive crowd— 
anxious for action of any sort—started 
slinging seat cushions about. When the 
game ended in a 5-2 Mexicali victory, they 
enthusiastically showered the field with 
cushions and beer cans until nearly. every 
blade of grass was covered. As he watched 
the cans come crashing down, manager 
Jameson said cheerfully: “This is one 
game I'm glad I lost.” 

Though that game was unusual, some 
have been even wilder. At one in Nogales, 
Sonora, umpire Mike Quihuis was sassed 
by a batter; promptly he ripped off his 
jacket and took after the offending player. 
In a moment the ficld was a maelstrom, 
with umpire chasing baticr, 4,000 fans 
(and other players) chasing the umpire 
and a platoon of panting soldiers—lugging 
bayonets—chasing everyone in sight. 

Mike holds no grudge against Mexican 
baseball because of that episode. In fact, 
he still umpires league games occasionally. 
“It's lots of fun,” he says. “Just like when 
I was boxing, you never know what's going 
to happen next.” 

What happened next to a few umpires 
was an ambulance ride. In the ‘30s, two 
umpires of the Sonora (state) League were 
put in the hospital just before a crucial 
series; taking the hint, every other arbiter 
went into hiding, leaving no one to umpire 
the series. Finally Gen. Abelardo Rodri- 
guez, former president of Mexico and then 
governor of Sonora, ordered Mike De La 
Fuente, commissioner of the league, to 
umpire it. “At first I tried to beg out of 
it,” admits Mike, but he finally obeyed— 
and survived. 

Umpires have an easier lot today. If a 
player does slug one of them (as Luke 
Easter did last season), he is suspended 
and heavily fined. A few years ago a play- 
er who biffed an ump would immediately 
have been made mayor of the city. 

But even without bloodshed, today’s 
baseball is becoming a national institution 
in Mexico. Last year, for instance, while 
Arizona’s Tucson (pop. 180,000) drew 
60,375 fans, the three Mexican cities in 
the Arizona-Mexico League—all of them 
with only a fraction of Tucson's popula- 
tion — attracted from 20,000 to 30,000 
more admissions. The littl Mexican 
mountain city of Cananea filled is ball 
park for league games with more than 
four times its population. 

This baseball fever ts threatening an old 


south-of-the-border custom — bullfighting. 
In Nogales last season, almost 100,000 
baseball fans jammed the tiny ball park, 
while only 42,000—many of them Amezsi- 
can tourists—attended the bullfights across 
the road. 


The eyes of U.S. baseball men are turn- 


ing to Mexican baseball. The St. Louis 
Cardinals staged three baseball schools in 


northern Mexico and the Cleveland In- 
dians had one in Mexico City. Last sea- 
son the Arizona-Mexico League produced 
Leo Rodriguez, No. 2 hitter in all minor- 
league baseball with a .430 batting aver- 
age, he was purchased by the Hollywood 
Stars of the Pacific Coast League. And 
pitcher Panchillo Ramirez of Mexicali 
went to Houston of the Texas League. 
Favorite U.S. team of the Mexicans, 
however, ts Cleveland. The Indians train 
at Tucson (only 67 miles from the bor- 
der) and have Spanish-speaking Al Lopez 
as manager, a front-line pitcher in 
Mexican-American Mike Garcia and an 
all-star second baseman in Bobby Avila. 
Last year’s World Series between the In- 
dians and the New York Giants was seen 
in Nogales on television, watched avidly. 
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MEXICAN FANS press toward the Tucson 
dugout. These finally vaulted the barrier, 
forced the players to sit on the field. 


When the Indians dropped the fourth and 
final game, gloom pervaded the Nogales 
saloons. Said a fan: “It was as if I had 
died myseif.” 

Besides the Arizona-Mexico League's 
three Mexican clubs—Nogales, Mexicali 
and Cananea—there are five from Ari- 
zona: Tucson, Phoenix, Bisbee-Douglas, 
Globe-Miami and Yuma. And everything 
is run on a businesslike basis. But this 
was not always so in Mexico. Mike De La 
Fuente vividly recalls the occasion he 
pitched in a border-league game in which 
ing by the score of 4-3. As the inning got 
under way, the scorer came over to Mike 
and mformed him he was losing 4-3. 

“What?” screamed Mike. “Didn't we 
score four runs in the fifth inning to go 
ahead?” 

“Si,” said the scorer, “that is so. But 
just a little while ago someone from the 
other side checked the score—with a knife 
at my throat.” .
